Subject: Petitioned Career & Technical Education (CTE) Course Recommendations

Pursuant to Indiana Code (IC) 20-43-8-7.5, the Indiana Department of Workforce Development
(DWD), in consultation with the Indiana Department of Education (DOE) and Indiana
Commission for Higher Education (CHE), submitted 2018-2019 school year CTE program
recommendations to the Indiana State Board of Education (SBOE) on December 6, 2017. That
report, which was unanimously adopted by the SBOE, outlined the methodology and labor market
information used to make designations in determining tuition support funding that school
corporations would receive for students enrolled in CTE courses during the 2018-2019 school
year.'

Pursuant to IC 20-43-8-10, school corporations were permitted to petition eligible CTE course
designations that were determined by the SBOE. These petitions were required to be sent to the
DWD and reviewed/approved by the SBOE.

As is outlined below, DWD established a work group with members from the DOE and CHE to
develop the petition forms, the process for which petition forms were to be submitted by the
school corporations, and the methodology for reviewing the petitions in providing
recommendations to the SBOE.

Petition Process Summary’

I. Eligibility
A petition was eligible for review by DWD if the following criteria were met:
1. The petition was filled out completely and signed by the school district
superintendent and area CTE director;? and
ii. The course(s) in question for re-designation was either ‘moderate value’ or
‘less than moderate value’ for the 2018-2019 school year.

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II. Regional Rating

If a petition adhered to the aforementioned eligibility requirements, the eligible
CTE courses listed in the petition were evaluated based on regional, occupational
wage and demand data.* The exact same process/methodology was used, as was
previously approved by the SBOE, with the only difference being the use of
regional occupational wage and demand data instead of statewide occupational
wage and demand data. If using the regional data resulted in the course moving to
a higher CTE course designation, the petition was approved for the course.

III.  Work Group Review
If an eligible petition did not reach a higher course designation through the
regional ratings process, the petition was reviewed by the work group.

1. Based upon supporting research, analysis, employer letters, and other
corresponding information from the petitions, the work group, as
comprised of members from DWD, DOE, and CHE, identified specific
occupations within each CTE course’s crosswalk that should be weighted.
Residual occupations (occupational ‘catch-all’ codes that are least likely to
be taught to) were given less weight.

ii. The newly-weighted crosswalk was then presented to the work group for
approval and to ensure weight was given or taken from appropriate
occupation codes.

IV.  Weighted Rating
Once crosswalk weights were determined by the committee, the formula was
calculated again using weighted regional ratings. If the weighted regional rating
reached a higher course threshold than the pre-petition state score, the petition
was approved. A petition that did not reach a higher course designation through
this process was not recategorized.

Outcomes Summary

In total, 152 school corporations petitioned 35 CTE course designations. Petitions that were
approved applied to all school corporations who petitioned that same course in their region.
Appendix B illustrates the specific course outcomes and for which specific regions of the state.
